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Loch Fad. This pretty loch, set like a jewel in the 
island of Bute, is rather small as Scottish lochs go, although 
its Gaelic name actually means the long loch. The blue 
hills of Bute strike sapphire shadows down into its clear 
water, and not far from the dam which crosses its upper 
end lies the old kirkyard that is the burying-place 01 the 
Lords of Bute. 
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
